‘MOST HORRIBLE. 


The City Sewer Farms a 
Nuisance. 


Placed in Filthy Water 


Vegetables 
Over Night. 


Citizens Are Compelled to Live on the 
Banks of an Open Sewer. 


Sewer Water Causes Filthy Diseases—Chinese 
Gardeners Who Flood Strawberry Beds with 
Sewor Matter—Residents Compelied 

to Close Their Housés at Night. — 


For some time past there has been a great 
deal of complaintin the Vernon and Har- 
mony districts against what is known as the 
South Side Irrigation Company, which has 
acontract for furmishing sewer water for 
irrigation purposes—that is, the company 
takes the sewage from the city and sells it 
to market gardeners, principally Chinese, 
and others who may need or will take, gen- 
erally stockholders in the company. The 
sewer irrigation company takes the sewage 
on San Pedro street, about 100 yards from 
Washington, at the Buetcher place, whence 
it is distributed over an immense territory 
bya system of open ditches. When the 
thing first commenced there was no partic- 
ular objection to it, as that portion of the 
city was but sparsely settled, and it was not 
brought prominently before the people, 


who really did not know what it 
would amount to. But during the 
past 12 or 15 wonths an immense 


amount of money has gone into property in 
this locality, and today there is uot a pret- 
tier suburb in Los Angeles than this same 
Vernon District and its neighbor, —_ ge 
The character of the improvements is sub- 
stantial and in many cases elegant, and 
pretty little suburban Lomes are springiug 
up all over the section. Each district bas a 
handsome schoolhouse, 175 scholars bein 
enrolled in Vernon and 90 in Harmony, am 
there are also one or two churches in the 
neighborhood. Naturally, as the locality 
filled up with residents, the complaints 
about the

appropriated by the sewer company for dis- 
tributing the filth over the district covered 
by it, in one or two instances indignant 
property-owners have torn up the flummes in 
tront of their places, and retused to allow 
the company right of way across their prop- 
erty. Matters were fast approaching a 
crisis, when the City Council stepped in to 
the aid of the sewer people. The residents 
would not take the sewage, of course, when 
they could get any other, and the geo 
did not know whattodo with it. A peti- 
tion was sent to the Council by the presi- 
dent of the company, setting forth the facts, 
as above nat.ated, and asking for assist- 
ance. ‘This was promptly given, for, with- 
out any investigation, the Council at once 
ordered the Zanjero to discontinue selling 
water for irrigating purposes from Zanja 
No. 4atter his contracts for the current 
month had been tilled, thus virtually saying 
to the people, “You must take sewer water 
or nothing—thatis, we will shut off the 
water from Zanja No. 4, and you must take 
sewage, whether you want to or not, or you 
may let you roraege groves and gardens 
This action on the part of the 
Council caused 
UNIVERSAL INDIGNATION 


especially as they claimed that there was 
no necessity for it, the Zanjero stating 
that the city had good water 
running to waste. Means were at once 
taken to see whether relief could not be ob- 
tained in the courts. Judge was 
retained as counsel, and on Wednesday 
last papers in a suit to abate the 
nuisance were filed in the County 
Cierk’s oftice, wherein Peter Young, 
John Kranger, John A. VPirtle, 
C. Draves, Jacob Rheigan, George T. But- 
terfield, Jasper Marlatt, G. W. Kendall, 
Mrs. Mary M. Meyers and Mrs. C, Lamer 
are plaintiffs, and the South Side Irriga- 
tion Company the defendant. ‘The. plain- 
tiffs allege that the defendant distributes 
filthy and foul sewage over neighboring 
property, and thereby causes the at- 
inosphere to become so tainted and impure 
as to be unhealthy for residents. They de- 
fine the limits over which the nuisance ex- 
tends, and ask for a temporary injunction 
until the Court can issue a permanent one. 
This is merely a starter, the ee as 
it were, and the trial of the case will be 
watched withinterest. As an indication of 
the feeling over the matter, the following 
letter received at this office is given: 
A VIGOROUS PROTEST. 

To the Editor of The times: TheCouncil, 
on Monday, ordered the Zanjero not to sell 
water from Zanja No. 4, which carries 
water to No. 5, south of H. Boetcher’s place, 
on San Pedro street, and has given control 
of ditches to the South Side Lrrigation Com- 
pany (the sewer company) to run their 
filth through. ‘Chis action of the Council 
was done at the request of the sewer coim- 
pany, without notice to any one not using 
sewer water, and to try to force people to 
‘use it by shutting off all clean water. One 
of the honorable (?) Councilmen, in con- 
versation with a gentleman a few days ago, 
said: “You will have to use sewer water 
or none atall.” Ic is very clear that this 
man knows nothing about the effects of 
sewer water, or else he is interested in the 
sewer 

Hlow long, oh! how long will the people 
of this beautiful suburb permit the refuse 
and garbage of the city to be emptied at 
their very doors, breeding ail manner of 
death-dealing diseases? 

The emptying of the sewers into this dis- 
trict, or the using of sewer water for irri- 
gating purposes anywhere, isan outrage, 
not — to the people living near it, but 
to the whole city, for a very large portion of 
the vegetables, strawberries, ete., are raised 
with sewer water, and those not sold during 
the day are taken back atnight and allowed 
to stand in the ditch until the next day, 
seeping the filth into their pores. : 

This district, extending from Wilming- 
ton avenue to Figueroa street, and from 
city limits to the Ballona Railroad, is fast 
settling up with a fine class of people, who 
are building churches and schools, as well 
as handsome homes... The most of them 
have come to California seeking health and 
conifort in this mild climate; but is- health 
to be found when they are forced to 
eat vegetables and fruit which are reeking 
with filth, and to breathe the air over- 
burdened with the stench of the sewers? 

At Harmony school there are enrolled 90 
scholars, the average atte.dence is about 
20, the majority being kept home by sick- 
ness—typhuid fever and diptheria. Must 
our children suffer and die that the city 
may discharge her sewer at small cost, or 
none at all? 

Day by day you are sending invitations 
and offering inducements to the North, 
South and East to come to thesunny Pacitie 
siope, to Los Angeles and its environs, but 
do you ever tell them, “Right Honorable 
Council, Mayor and Corporation,” that 
should they select a suburban home on the 
south, they will “have to use sewer water 
or none?’ Suppose you that visitors and 
guests would not turn in loathing and dis- 
gust frem the beautiful array of vegetabies 
and small fruits displayed everywhere i 
the city, were they to know how they 
were grown ? 

The Chinamen have for a long time used 
the sewage; they have not objected to its 
running past their doors. If, alas, the 


Chinamen is so inured to dirt and filth,

No, we will not use sewer 
water, and we will not permit it to run over 
our property on the surface; the laws of 
God and man give us the right and make

A “TIMES” INVESTIGATION. 

In order to see whether the situation had 
been exaggerated, or whether it was as bad 
as set forth, a Times reporter was detailed 
to go over the ground and make a personal 
investigation, With this object in view, 
the —— yesterday, in company with 
two of the property-owners interested, 
drove over the entire district, commencing 
at the corner of San Pedro and Washington 
streets, up Central and Wiimingtofi ave- 
nues and along the railroad. he filthy 
water was running in some of the ditches, 
and a number of Chinamen were seen at 
work in their vegetable gardens. All of 
the ditches lad been newly cleaned out, it 
was said, for the first time in months, in 
anticipation of visits from the health and 
court officials, since the managers of 
the company had learned that injune- 
tion proceedings had been commenced. At 
the point where the sewage debouches 
from the pipes into the open ditches the 
stench was frightful, and all along the 
ditch where the water was running it was 
anything but like a rose garden. On either 
side of Wilmington avenue, a handsome 
street 80 feet wide. the sewage runs in an 
open ditch, polluting the atmosphere for 
hundreds of yards on all sides. ‘lhe re- 
porter saw several vegetable beds where the 
plants Were literally covered with the

A strawberry. bed was also seen in the same 
condition. In one or two places the stench 
was absolutely sickening. And this is not 
the worst feature. It is said, on good 
authority, that the Chinese gardeners, when 
they do not sell ail their produce, bring it 
back with them and put it in the 
sewer water where it is kept over night, 
when itis fished out and again brought into 
the city and offered forsale. Quite a num- 
ber of persons were interviewed, all of 
whom said that there was much mayo 


‘diphtheria and other filthy diseases, whic 


they attributed directly to the sewer water, 
and a number of houses were pointed out 
where deaths had occurred. It was said 
that sometimes the sewer ditches over- 
tlowed, filling the wells and compelling the 
people to pump them out before they could 
get drinking water. 
whefe there are 90 pupils enrolled, the aver- 
age attendance was said to be but 1s, and 
one week it rau as low as 10. This school- 
house bas the sewer at its back door. 
It is said that after dark the people 
in this district not only have to 
close th doors and windows, but that 
they eve to stop up the cracks. The 
reporter was also shown several sites where 
improvements have been ci mmenced, but 
have been stopped, as the Owners say that 
they will not live with

running night and day right under their 
hoses, 
and $60,000 invested in the district, said he 
would like to get out, if tbe sewer could not 
be stopped, at anything like even, and an- 
other man, who has oy bought a house 
there for $5000, says he will move away and

The ple 
here contrast‘it all with their balmy 
air, constant sunshine, with occasional 
shower, green fields, ripening straw- 
berries, fresh vegetables, roses and 
wild flowers, and all the beauty of a 
delicious spring.

actually true. Mr. and Mrs. Blank 
came to Los Angeles three years ago 
and bought five acres in the edge of the 
city with a good house. They became 
tired of the country, wanted to go back 
to the old home in the East, so they 
sold the five acres and returned toward 
the rising sun—to the land where 
storms are ever coming to vary the 
scene, and where the monotony of 
bright days is broken by clouds and 
fog, and the dreariness of ‘‘one bright 
summer always” gives place to six 
months pf—something else. 

But when ‘the melancholy days”’ 
fell upon them they were seized with 
desire for the sunny climate, and back 
they came to Los Angeles and bought 
again one acre of the original five, 
paying as much as they sold the whole 
five for.

The Lumber Famine. 
| Riverside Enterprise.] 

More lumber is the cry in every 
town in Southern California. ‘rhe 
press is up in arms against high prices. 
A building that would cost $1500 in the 
East cests at least $1000 more here at 
the present time. This fact is having 
a serious effect on the prosperity of 
every city and town in this part of the 
State. Lumber is too high and too 
scarce. Outside of building material 
there are 1,000,000 raisin boxes used; 
750,000 orange; 3,000,000 fresh fruit; 
1,000,000 canned truit and vegeta- 
bles, making more than 45,700,000 
boxes used on this coast, which will 
cost nearly twice as much as they did 
two years ago and this will work a 
great hardship on our leading indus- 
tries if a remedy is not found before 
long. Aside from the high prices, the 
scarcity on account of the long delay in 
getting it over the railroads is against 
us. Itistoo expensive to be delayed 
two or three months in putting up a 
building that should not cost more than 
$2000, and all winter on a building like 
the Everest block on Eighth street. It 
is too expensive for contractors and 


carpenters, who can do nothing but] 


wait at their own expense.

‘ supply the demand for cuttings. 
' . Progress is being made in the estab- 


lishment of agricultural experiment 
stations in this State under the Hatch 
Law. The Regents of tne University 
have approved the plans submitted by 
Prof. Hilgard for the fitting up of the 
central station at Berkely. Measures 
preliminary to the fitting upof the out- 
lying stations are also proceeding. It 
will be required that enterprising peo- 
ple who desire a station in their neigh- 
borhood will bave to ‘deed about 20 
acres of land to the Regents in trust 
and furnish money to put up the 
needed buildings, which it is thought 
will cost $2000 at each station. It is 
intended now to establish about four 
of these stations, and they will be 
placed so that the results of experi- 
ments may be significant for a consid- 
erable area of the State. <An effort is 
being made to have the Southern Cali- 
fornia station located at Ramona, but 
Prof. Klee, who has been looking over 
the ground, appears to think that 
Fomona or Ontario would be the most 
suitable location. 

Cherries have appeared in the Los 
Angeles market. <As usual, they come 
from the north. This should not be. 
There is no reason why we should not 
raise all the cherries we consunie in the 
mountain regions of Southern Califor- 
nia. The same is true of apples. 


Give the Farm the rroper Credits. 
{Breeder’s Guzctte | 

We havea friend who is anxious to 

sell bis farm, which he regards as 

worth $16,000, ‘“‘because it does not 

ay,’ and put his capital at interest. 

robably the worst calamity which 


- could befall him would be that he 


should find a customer. Seven per 
cent. is certainly as high interest as he 
can depend upon.. Even if none of his 


~ capital is at any time idle his gross re- 


ceipts will.only be $1120, and taxes will 
reduce that by at least $200, leaving 
$920. He will have to provide himself 
witha house to live in, and $20 per 


per year—will not secure 


as good a one as he has on the 
farm, so that there remains but 
$680 per year with which to face the 
world and support the family. And 
after these expenses have been met it 
is pretty certain there will not be much 
“pay” left. Now the farm will un- 
doubtedly do a good deal better than 
this. Without realizing it or giving 
the farm proper credit for it, the 
farmer draws his principal support 
from the farm. It furnishes the vege- 
tables, the fruits, the milk and butter, 
the poultry, eggs, etc, consumed by the 
family, and probably part of the 
fresh and al! of the salt meats. 
Only those who run to the butcher's 
two or three times a day and buy 
their potatoes by the pound and their 
milk by the pint. realize what all these 
things cost, and what a sum of money 
they will absorb in the course of a 
year. They embrace, in fact, as any 
one who is under the necessity of pur- 
chasing everything knows full well, the 


principal part of the expense - of 


the year. They embrace, in fact,

knows full well, the principal part of 
the expense of living. All these 
things the farmer has in profusion to 
start with. and they constitute a very 
considerable preportion of what 
should be expected from a moderate- 
sized farm. But many are. un- 


-mindfulof this fact. and are dissatis- 


fied with the farm, because it does not 
pay alargesum of money over and 
above support. It pays something be- 
ond this point.which is probably more 
han spate be realized from the same 
pital otherwise invested, and, if pro- 
vided with better stock, and given the 
advantage of more care and study, 
there are few farms: which cannot be 
made to pay a great deal better than 
they are now doing under the manage- 
ment of dissatisied owners, who are 
looking for a chance to sell out. 

If the farminer expectsto embark his 
capital in trade, he is venturing upon 
lines entirely new to his experience, in 
which competition: is very close and 
often ruinous, and where the ground is 
more than well occupied already by 


men trained in bnsiness and alert to 


other varieties.” 

‘Io you think the poultry business 
could be made a paying business in 
this vicinity, even with the common 
breeds?”’ 

“Yes, sir, no dospt of it atall, if 
worked right. I’ve been here buta 
short time, but I see the demand for 
eggs and poultry. My past experience 
of three years in C@pada, and several 
vears in England, where Il was a judge 
oi the poultry department in an exhi- 
bition of bigh and low grades of fowls, 
lead me to conclude that here is a Lirst- 
class loeality in which to establish the 
poultry industry. I have now some 
hens that imported from Europe to 
Canada, brought hem with me here.’’ 

Thanking this’ gentleman tor ‘his 
kind intormation on this very neces- 
sary business, I walked away, thinking

try industry in this country, when a

The sugar Keet. 

The Western Beet Sugar Company is 
sending out packages of. sugar-beet 
seed, and gives the following directions 
for planting and cultivating the same: 

Preparation of the Ground.—Instrue- 
tions for this purpose may be briefly 


trom 10 to 1lginches deep very early in 
the spring, and it is better to do |this 
twice than once. This can best be 
done by two successive plowings with 
an ordinary plow. A rich soil should 
be plowed’a few inches deeper (say 14 
inches deep) than a mere flat sail with 
poor subsoil. The plowing should be 
followed by passing a heavy iron- 
toothed harrow over the ground in 
order to pudverize the’soil as much as 
possible. An iron roller must be passed 
over the ground so as to equalize the 
surfaco and break the clods when the 
soil is of such a. character as to render 
it necessary. 

Sowing Seed.—The seed should be 
sown early in the month of March. Be- 
fore sowing it must be soaked in water 
for 12 hours, but the water should be 
allowed to drain off before the seed is 
used. It should be buried at a depth 
ot from one to one and a half inches, 
but in very rich soil not deeper than 
one inch, The rows must be from 12 
to 15 inches apart from each other, ac- 
cording Lo the quality of the soil. In 
the row the distance between the beets 
varies from six to.eight inches. A 
lesser distance between the beets gives 
small and sweet beets, which are ditli- 
cult to preserve. One acre requires 20 
pounds of sugar-beet seed. 

Hoeing and Heaping.—As soon as the 
seed is growing up, which takes from 
10 to 14 days in wet soil, the first hoe- 
ing or heaping should begin. The sec- 
ond hoeing fellows the thinning out of 
the beets, and the last hoeing occurs 
some tour weeks luter. When the rows 
are visible a horse-hoe is run lightly 
across the field between the rows, and 
this would be difficult if the regularity 
of the rows were imperfect. One horse- 
hoe with two hoes will work about 
three acres each day. . 

Thinning.—The thinning out of the 
beets in a row should begin when the 
‘beet root arrives.at the thickness of 
one-sixth of an ineh; then all the beets 
except the largest, whieh are placed six 
inches apart from each other in the 
row, are removed. If they are grown 
too wide apart on good land, the beet 
roots grow larger, but are— poor in 
sugar. On the other hand, if they are 
too close .to. each other the roots are 
rich in sugar, but remain small. In 
either case the value of the roots is less 
than when both extremes are avoided. 
Beets that are too small are very difti- 
cult to preserve, and those that are too 
large lose in sugar. One row in each 
acre should we left untouched, or only 
thinned im case of any injury to the 
crop. This row. is held in reserve 
until the beet root becomes one-half 
an inch thick, when all danger is at 
an end, 

Transplanting.—Should it be neces- 
sary to transplant beets from the row 
reserved, this should be done with a 
wooden borer, great care being.taken 
not to injure the young roots when 
taking them up transplanting
